BELGRADE, Sept. 22 (NTT). 
—Leonid -L Brezhnev, the Soviet 
Communist party leader, accept- 
ed tonight a Yugoslav demand 
of non-interfe ren ce in its internal 
affairs and denied there was a 
doctrine of “limited sovereignty” 
far Communist states. 

The Soviet leader, who arrived 
earlier today for four days of 
talks with President Tito, also 
dismissed "rumors of Soviet 
armies allegedly prepared to move 
into the Balkans" as “fairy tales.” 

His remarks, in a formal toast 
at an official dinner in his honor,, 
seemed to represent almost com- 
plete acceptance ot - President 
Tito’s demand that Moscow reaf- 
firm the Belgrade Declaration of 
1955. 

That declaration, drawn up by 
Marshal Tito and the late Nikita 
S. Khrushchev, established the 
right of Socialist states to develop 
in their own manner and the 
recognition of their sovereignty. 
Independence, integrity and 
equality with other Communist 
states. 

The need for reaffirmation fol- 
lows a summer of tension .In the 
area, much of it. flowing from 
Moscow's irritation over increas- 
ing ties between Communist 
China and Yugoslavia. Romania 
and Albania. The three Balkan 
states similarly have forged 
closer links in recent months. 

. Contemporary Condi t ions 

Mr. Brezhnev, apparently yield- 
ing to Yugoslav pressure in reas- 
serting the Belgrade principles, 
added, however, that "one should 
work now in order -that these 
principles are realized In con- 
temporary conditions as widely 
and as fully as "possible." 

Some observers sow this as a 
conditional remark,, suggesting 
that the Belgrade principles would 
not folly apply until they fit 
unspecified contemporary con- 
ditions. He added that “we can 
say with satisfaction that lately 
a lot -has been done, in this 
respect” 

His disavowal of the doctrine 
of limited sovereignty, known as 
the "Brezhnev doctrine” since its 
application in Czechoslovakia in 
1968, seemed to represent a major 
political sta tem ent. . 

The “doctrine" had been applied 
to Mr. Brezhnev's rationalization 
of the Soviet-led Warsaw Pact 
Invasion which ended the liberal 
rule of Alexander Dubcek. ‘ 

The Soviet leader, replying to 
an equally forthright speech to- 
night by his host,- said that some 
forces sought to divide Yugo- 
slavia and the Soviet Union. 

"They circulate the invention of 
a so-called doctrine of limited 
sovereignty, spread rumors of 
Soviet armies allegedly prepared 
to move to the Balkans and many 
other fairy tales.” 

“They assert that Yugoslavia 
allegedly is a ‘gray zone,’ that it 
allegedly ’goes to the West’ and 
sd on. I think that we should nob 
bother to deny all these slander- 
ous publications.” 

The Soviet leader • had been 
greater at Belgrade's Surcin Air- 
port by President Tfto, who re- 
stated Yugoslavia's policy of non- 
alignment in his welcoming 
speech and then, more bluntly, 
at the official dinner.

Commenting on the stalemated 
Inter-German talks, press officer 
Charles W. Bray told a news con- 
ference that “unless there is a 
satisfactory agreement between 
the two Germanys there will be 
no signing of the final protocol.” 

He said that when Ambassador 
Rush and the envoys of the 
other three powers Initialed the 
agreement Sept. 3, the under- 
standing was that there was a 
German text agreed upon by 
West Germany and East Ger- 
many.

Hanoi Calls Off Today’s Talk] ^ 
In Paris to Protest Air Raids [S

PARIS, Sept. 22 (WP).— North 
Vietnam today canceled the 
regular Thursday session of the 
stalemated Paris peace talks to 
protest against yesterday's afr 
raids over its territory by 200 UB. 
planes. 

The derision, announced to a 
news conference at the head- 
quarters of Hanoi's peace talks 
delegations at suburban Chotey- 
le-Rol, was not unexpected. 

UjS. raids over North Vietnam 
have been invoked three times 
before by Hanoi to Justify can- 
cellation of the regular weekly 
sessions ot the four-party peace 
talks which began in January, 
1969. 

But the date of the next meet- 
tog was left up in the air. North 
Vietnamese spokesman Nguyen 
Thanh Le said his delegation had 
derided to postpone the 130th 
session until Sept. 30. 

However, both the Saigon and 
American delegations noted that 
while any party to the conference 
has the right to cancel a session 
unilaterally. It cannot arbitrarily 
fix the date lor the rescheduled 


meeting without consulting tf Ss 
other parties.

Exile Group Says 
It Raided Base 
In Cuba Sunday 


SAN JUAN, Puerto RiW, Sept. 
22 CUPD. — A leader of a militant 
Cuban exile group said today its 
commandos raided the southern 
coast of Cuba Sunday, burned a 
naval station and destroyed a 
Soviet-made torpedo boat. 

Ernesto Alania Angulo, secre- 
tary of the United Invasion Move- 
ment, said six Cuban soldiers 
were killed in the raid. One com- 
mando was killed and two were 
wounded, he said. 

He announced the raid and 
gave a written account of it in 
today’s edition of the San Juan 
newspaper El ImparciaL 

He said that 33 commandos 
were in the group that attacked 
the base near Guayabal, about 
450 miles southeast of Havana, 
and that they used bazookas and 
incendiary bombs to destroy the 
buildings and the torpedo boat at 
the small base. 

He said the commandos also 
took 46 Cuban soldiers prisoner 
but left them tied to trees near 
the base without Injuring them. 
The commandos returned to their 
base in a Latin American coun- 
try. he said.

He said that these had sub- 
stantially increased during the 
last few years. Their overall 
activity increased from 600 oper- 
ating days in 1864 to 27,000 
operating days in 1970, he said. 


The supreme commander pre- 
dicted that the 15-nation North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
would survive detente, If it con- 
tinues to show In tiie future as 
much effort and strength of pur- 
pose as It has In the past.

No Accord Reached 
On Pay Demands 

LONDON, Sept. 22 
Britain’s four-day -old 
newspaper shutdown was settled 
tonight after more than seven 
hours of talks, according to a 
spokesman for the main union 
involved. 

Bat the settlement came too 
late to permit publication of to- 
morrow- morning's national 
papas. The first papers to come 
out are expected to be tomorrow a 
two London evening papers. 

The shutdown was ended with- 
out reaching agreement on the 
key issue which caused it— a 
demand for higher pay by the 
National Graphical Association, 
one of the six unions involved 
in the newspaper printing indus- 
try. 

The union and the manage- 
ments of Britain’s national news- 
papers agreed to continue talks 
on the pay Issue. John Bonfieid. 
general secretary of the NGA, said 
he was pleased with the agree- 
ment. 

Vic Feather, general secretary 
of the Trades Union Congress, 
who. acted as mediator in the 
dispute, said, “It is a very satis- 
factory .settlement as far as 
everybody is concerned.” 

Britain’s eight national morn- 
ing dallies, -with a combined cir- 
culation of more than 14 million, 
will appear Friday morning. 

The newspaper dispute began 
with ah NGA demand for a 25 
percent pay differential for its 
5,000 members above the 5 per- 
cent granted all six non-editorial 
unions in a wage agreement last 
June. 

The publishers said they would 
agree to the union pay demand 
on condition that it did not in- 
crease the basic cost of the agree- 
ment and that all other unions 
accepted the package. Two unions 
rejected it. 

The average pay for printers 
and compositors in Britain under 
union contract Is $14820 per week. 

The publishers shut down the 
presses last Saturday night alter 
one union insisted on holding 
meetings during working hours. 


Two Areas of Change 
Gen. Goodpaster added that he 
foresaw two possible areas of 
change for the alliance. The first 
of these would come through a 
mutual and balanced reduction 
of forces by the East and the 
West in Europe.

The latest burst of gunfire along the Suez 
Canal — Egyptian and Israeli planes were 
downed and rockets were exchanged for the 
first time In 13 months of cease-fire— 
proves two points. First, the 1 two sides have 
strengthened themselves, both offensively 
'(the lost planes were behind their own lines) 
and no doubt, defensively, too. Second, 
neither side is set on a hair-trigger: The 
recent shooting, as contained as it was in- 
tense, did not disturb the equilibrium that 
exists at the canal There is a risk that those 
Egyptians and Israelis who feel a show of 
force has Its uses will be encouraged to shoot 
more regularly, now that they have learned 
that push need not come to shove. But the 
serious lesson surely Is not that it is mili- 
tarily safe to shoot but that it is politically 
pointless or worse. 

The record is plain that forbearance to- 
ward Israel earns Egypt political capital in 
the United States. For the year Which pre- 
ceded the cease-fire, Cairo tested the thesis 
that gunfire would scare 'Washington Into 
imposing a settlement on Israel: Instead, the 
gunfire led the United States to support and 
arm Israel more heavily than ever. But In 
the cease-fire — and with a vital leadership 
change In Cairo — American support of Israel 
has frayed and the flow of hlgh-polltlcal- 
visibility airplanes has altogether halted. 
Though the decision may be difficult to 
sustain domestically, Cairo surely realized It 
would only throw away these diplomatic ad- 
vantages 11 It went back to war now. 

The Israelis realize that they get more 
arms out of Washington when they bleed 
than when they wait, but they know too 
that the sound of shooting aggravates Wash- 
ington’s itch to take upon itself the task of 
solving the Mideast question and they are 
grimly convinced that the only settlement 
worth having is one carved out by themselves 
and the Egyptians alone. Moreover, Israel 
does not have the heart, or the reserves, to 
take casualties gratuitously. 

So the cease-fire is likely to endure. 
Whether it will soon produce an interim set- 
tlement is another matter. In return for 


yielding the canal ramparts, Israel wants in 
essence the beginnings of indirect dialogue 
with Egypt; only by such a dialogue. It 
figures, can true peace— by which Israel 
means its acceptance Into the Mideast com- 
munity — eventually come about. Egypt, how- 
ever, operates on a different level: It wants 
Its territory back, period, at which point It 
will sign an appropriate document called a 
peace agreement, and that's aH 

The United States is in the anomalous 
position of being Israel's principal patron, if 
not its ultimate guarantor, and at the same 
time of accepting the principal premise of 
. Egyptian diplomacy— that peace is a matter 
of settlement terms rather than a matter of 
a process of truce -building between states of 
the region. Acting on that premise, the 
United States twp years ago suggested terms 
of a comprehensive settlement Including 
complete Israeli withdrawal from Sinai Still 
acting on that premise, Washington recent- 
ly suggested Israeli withdrawal to the 
mountain passes behind the canal It was 
precisely when he switched from maildrop 
to arranger that Guxrnar Jarring of the 
United Nations lost his effectiveness In 
Egyptlan-lsraell talks, but Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Sisco Is assured a better hear- 
ing In Tel Aviv because he has Phantoms to 
give or to withhold. 

Over the next few, weeks, Mideast Issues 
will be discussed at the United Nations. 
Israel is bound to take a propaganda pasting 
and the United States, as Its reluctant 
patron, will take a pasting too. It should not 
be presumed, however, that the exercise will 
serve no useful purpose. President Sadat per- 
haps needs a victory, even a paper victory, to 
justify prolonging the cease-fire and turn- 
ing his attention to domestic concerns. By 
standing reasonably close by the Israelis, 
the United States maybe can reassure them 
and put them in a mind to consider new 
negotiating possibilities. In any event, while 
rhetoric rings from the rafters of the United 
Nations, the corridors remain available for 
the quiet business of diplomacy.

Beyond 'Protective Reaction’ 


For the second time this year, American, 
military aircraft have gone beyond the dubi- 
ous doctrine of “protective reaction'' to strike 
against military targets in North Vietnam. 
The targets, according to official spokesmen. 
Include supply depots and truck parks as 
well as the missile and anti-aircraft sites 
that have been the avowed objectives of 
most earlier punitive raids. 

This ominous re- escalation of the air war 
is consistent with President Nixon's warning 
of last December that he would not hesitate 
to order bombing strikes if the North Viet- 
namese stepped up infiltration into the 
South, thus imperiling scaled-down American 
forces. But it Is wjholly inconsistent with the 
President's frequent promises to wind down 
the war. The fresh attacks by up to 250 air- 
craft violate the commitment to peace this 
country made when It suspended all bomb- 
ing of the North in 1968 to clear the way for 
negotiations with the Hanoi government 

Earlier attacks on a comparable scale were 
carried out last March for the dear purpose 
of covering the precipitate withdrawal of 


South Vietnamese troops from their Laotian 
fiasco. The latest mass raid suggests that 
the South Vietnamese are now in trouble on 
their home grounds as Communist forces 
step up pressure in the wake of withdrawing 
American troops. 

As UB. ground strength continues to 
decline, the plight of the South Vietnamese 
as well as of the American troops left In 
Vietnam is likely to become progressively 
more precarious, forcing the President into 
Increasingly desperate reprisals under his 
new doctrine. But American air power can 
never make up for the basic deficiencies of 
South Vietnamese fighting forces, as tragic 
experience has demonstrated. 

Saddest of all is the certainty that 
resumption of full-scale air war over the 
North will destroy whatever slight chance 
remains for negotiating a settlement in 
Paris, the only dependable way to extricate 
American troops and prisoners from Indo- 
china in safety and with honor.

^WASHINGTON. — The House of 
“ Representatives this year 
has a new speaker and operates 
under a new voting procedure, 
but it remains an unreformed 
Institution which frustrates many 
of its own members and does not 
carry its full share of the burden 
of governing the nation.

A less 
familiar but equally important 
source of weakness in the House 
is the lopsided committee struc- 
ture. There are the "stacked'* 
committees which function inef- 
fectually because they are mark- 
edly unrepresentative of the sen- 
timent of the whole House. There 
are the sham committees which 
have almost nothing to do. There 
are the runaway committees 
which have too much power. 


The Agriculture Committee is 
a classic "stacked” committee, 
put together like a board of trade 
with every major commodity- 
cotton, corn, wheat, tobacco, beet 
sugar, peanuts— having its own 
representative. When the farm 
bloc was powerful, this arrange- 
ment worked smoothly, as its 
beneficiaries Intended. Deals 
among the various commodities 
setting quotas and price-support 
levels were logrolled inside the 
committee. Once agreement was 
reached, the bill was rammed 
through the House with little 
debate and no chance of change.

Laos: A Famous Victory

pAK SONG, Laos.— At 10:30 am. 
r- on Sept. 14, a Laotian colonel. 
Sou tc hay Vongstvanth, grabbed 
his M-16 rifle and jumped aboard 
a helicopter on a mission central 
to his country's chances for sur- 
vival against the steady invasion 
of North Vietnamese forces. 

CoL Sou tc hay was in a sense 
attempting the impossible, mov- 
ing the Royal Loo Army Into 
battle against North Vietnamese. 
Specifically, the 7th and 9th In- 
fantry Battalions had ignored 
orders to circle south of Commu- 
nist-held Pak Song in support of 
Lao irregulars — trained by tile 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency — 
who were battling into town from 
the east.- His mission affected 
nob only the bloody campaign to 
recapture Pak Song but also the 
drive to invigorate the hitherto 
somnolent regular Laotian Army. 

Typically for Laos, the out- 
come was mixed. After Scut- 
chay's prodding, the two bat- 
talions belatedly got moving but 
managed to avoid the thick of 
battle. Pak Song finally fell two 
days later— but thanks mainly 
to irregulars, not to the Royal 
Army. And by the time the town 
was recaptured, its North Viet- 
namese defenders had drifted 
northward Into the Jungle. 

Yet in terms of the decade- 
old Laos war, it was a famous 
victory, one of very few against 
North Vietnamese aggression. For 
the first time in the southern 
Laos pa n ha n dle, Laotian farces 
had harried and finally defeated 
North Vietnamese regulars— a 
victory coming amid Increasing 
doubts over how long the Amer- 
icans will honor their commit- 
ment here and deepening pes- 
simism that the days of an inde- 
pendent Laos may be numbered. 

Secret Accord 

What made Pak Song so im- 
portant politically was a dramatic 
change early this year In south- 
ern Laos. Until then this region 
had seen precious little fighting. 
The commander of Military Re- 
gion Four rthe southern half of 
the panhandle). MaJ. Gen. Pha- 
souk Somly, had worked out se- 
cret accommodations with local 
Pathet Lao Communists which 
had the effect of shielding popu- 
lated areas from, the war. 

But such accommodations were 
shattered this winter when North 
Vietnamese troops began pressing 
westward in southern Laos to 
secure the Ho Chi Minh Trail to 
the east — a movement accelerated 
by the South Vietnamese inva- 
sion against tlie trail. For the 
first time the North Vietnamese 
seized Pak Song and moved west- 
ward to the gates of Pakse, the 
provincial capital. Government 
control in southern Laos had 
nearly disappeared. 

Gen. Phasouk. a semi- feudal 
warlord more skilled in the arts 
of politics than warfare, was kick- 
ed upstairs to be the army's 
largely honorific chief of staff by 
his cousin. Defense Minister Sl- 
souk na Champassak. Phasouk 's 
successor us Military Region 
Four commander was very junior 
indeed— CoL soufiefcay, product of 
American military education, 
with a brilliant record command- 
ing irregular forces. 

Thus, when the campaign to 
recapture Pak Song began July 
27, elements of toe largely in- 
active £0, 000-man Royal Lao 
Army were taking the offensive 
for the first time, seeking some 
element of government control in 
the panhandle. 

The beginnings were sheer dis- 


aster. Royal Lao battalions ran 
away in the face of the veteran, 
brilliantly commanded 9th North 
Vietnamese Regiment, requiring 
reinforcement from the better- 
led 30,000-man Lao irregular for- 
ces. As the Lao death toll grew 
around Pak Song, complaints 
mounted from politicians such as 
Phoui Sananlkone, president of 
the National Assembly In Vien- 
tiane. On 8ept. 13 Phoui told 
us the Pak Song campaign was 
a mistake, strongly implying that 
Laotian soldiers simply are no 
match for the Vietnamese. 

Moreover, the replaced Gen. 
Phasouk had not left the south 
for his new post in Vientiane, but 
was hanging around, second- 
guessing his young successor. 
There was well-founded suspicion 
that CoL Soutchay's problems 
commanding the 7th and 9th Bat- 
tallions could be traced to Pha- 
souk. Clearly the careers of Sout- 
chay and Defense Minister Sisouk 
(perhaps the next premier of 
Laos)— as well as their efforts to 
reform the Royal Lao Army — 
were In jeopardy. 

They were saved by sustained 
air power over Pak Song tUB. 
Air Force jets and Laotian Air 


Force T28s) and the insertion of 
the four CIA-trained guerrilla 
battailions of Group Mobile 32, 
dropped east of Pak Song by 
helicopter Sept. 12. Late In the 
afternoon of Sept. 14, with Lao- 
tian forces having sustained 
nearly 1,000 casualties here since 
June, Group Mobile 32 fought in 
the outskirts of Pak Song. 

Early the next evening in a 
clearing on the edge of Pak Song, 
while house-to-house fighting 
continued a few hundred meters 
away, we watched a Jubilant De- 
fense Minister Sisouk pin a bri- 
gadier-general's stars on the vic- 
torious Sou tc hay. 

With the dry-season offensive 
by the Communist Invaders near- 
ing, Pak Song may not stay in 
government hands for long. 
Nevertheless, this was a rare vic- 
tory to be savored. Ancient feu- 
dal regionalism had broken down, 
with Soutchay, a northerner, 
leading southern forces and guer- 
rilla battalions from other mili- 
tary regions brought here by air- 
lift. Most of all it was a des- 
perately needed morale boost, 
considering the forebodings else- 
where in this tragically belea- 
guered country.

Banking in France 

May I beg a little space, in the 
hope of persuading the French 
authorities to relax the confisca- 
tory discrimination they are cur- 
rently practicing against holders 
of non-resident bank accounts? 

Under the new French exchange 
regulations, holders of such ac- 
counts cannot touch anything 
above 5,000 francs that their ac- 
count held on Aug. 20. unless: 

1. If we want to transfer our 
money abroad, we must do so— 
unlike any French resident— at 
the official "commercial” rate, al- 
though the operation is a non- 
commercial one. 

2. Still more astonishing, if we 
wish to use, in francs and in 
France, the money honestly earn- 
ed, and banked, in the same cur- 
rency and country, we must first 
buy foreign currency at the of- 
ficial rate and then rebuy francs 
at the free rate. 

In both cases, we lose the dif- 
ference between, the official and 
free market rates. In other words 
wc are subject to a "tax” on capi- 
tal of about 4 percent: a "tax” at 
a level unheard of in Western 
countries and one that is applied 
discrlmlnatorily against (mainly) 
foreigners. The intention may be 
to bash speculators. The result 
Is to penalize foreigners working 
in France whose only crime Is 
to have had confidence In the 
French banking system.

Inflation is due mainly to one 
cause, and that is human greed.

Congress has faded. Now, big- 
city and suburban congressmen 
from both parties team up and 
defeat farm bills or rewrite them 
on the floor. 

Because most of the members 
of the Agriculture Committee are 
captives of their respective com- 
modity Interests, they go on doing 
business In the old way. Although 
they all the Nixon' farm 

program, each fights for his own 
crop and together they cannot 
devise an alternative that would 
prevail in the House. 

A sophisticated chairman would 
long ago have championed pro- 
grams concerning hunger, rural 
poverty. Food for Peace and 
school lunches and used them 
to build a new alliance between 
the farm bloc and the urban 
liberals. But Rep. Poage of Texas 
and the other senior members 
are. Ideologically so reactionary 
that this kind of politics is 
beyond them. 

Stacked for Labor 

Like its counterpart in the 
Senate, the House Education and 
Labor Committee Is also a stack- 
ed committee. In deference to 
the AFL-CIO, every single Demo- 
crat on the committee is safely 
pro-labor. Except for one lone 
Republican from North Carolina, 
It does not have any members 
In either party from the South. 
Because it is not representative 
of the actual range of opinion in 
the House, the committee has 
trouble putting • together legisla- 
tion which can pass. The Labor 
Committee is not a place where 
one learns the rudimentary legis- 
lative lesson that ft is wiser to 
give an inch in committee to 
save a yard on the floor. 

The Armed Services Committee 
has become weighed down with 
members protecting air bases, 
navy yards, arsenals, and mili- 
tary contractors in their respec- 
tive districts. As a result of the 
symbiotic relationship which has 
developed between these members 
and the Pentagon, the Armed 
Services Committee Iras dismally 
foiled to provide the military with 
the disinterested civilian overview 
which the Constitution envisaged. 

Much time and energy are 
frittered away in the House on 
the meetings of committees which 
would do well to abolish them- 
selves. Of the 20 legislative com- 
mittees, only 10 have interesting, 
substantive work to do. The set- 
ting up of the new postal corpo- 
ration eviscerated the power of 
the Post Office Committee. The 
problems of "House administra- 
tion" hardly need the attention 
of 25 members. Government 
Operations has been moribund 
for years. The Veterans Affairs 
Committee handles an Important 
piece of legislation about once a 
decade. The District of Columbia, 
Internal Security, and Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries are sane 
of the other permanent floating 
bull sessions. 

As against these feeble commit- 
tees, there is the runaway Rules 
Committee. Originally set up as 
an arm of the speaker, it became 
the obstructionist agent of the 
conservative coalition in tbe 
House. By filling vacancies care- 
fully, recent speakers have 
brought the Rules Committee 
under their tenuous control. 

But Its hearings on each bin 
reported by a legislative commit- 
tee are still an enormous waste 
or time. The schedule of par- 
liamentary business could be 
settled by the speaker and the 
majority and minority floor lead- 
ers meeting once a week far h*ir 
an hour or so. A separate article 
would be needed to the

of Sadat 
Are Bleak

rpEL AVTV.— From this peculiar 
J. angle of vision, the choices 
facing Egypt's President Sadat 
appear as difficult as squaring 
the circle. 

Sadat can proclaim that the 
year of decision is 1972, instead 
of 1971. And he can then let 
the cease-fire along the Suez 
Canal drag precariously on un- 
til he cp 71 see the effects of tbe 
UJ3. election on Soviet and 
American pohey-xnaking. 

Or Sadat can renew the war 
of attrition against Israel with 
no likelihood or assurance of 
Soviet military support going 
beyond the air defense of the 
Egyptian interior. But if hs 
makes this choice, the Israelis 
are now confident they can 
cause him to regret it very bit- 
terly. Or Sadat can lower his 
political sights a bit In order to 
permit renewed negotiation of 
an interim settlement based on 
an pullback and the 

reopening of Suez Canal But 
a good deal of earlier rhetoric 
will first have to be swallowed If 
the Egyptian president seriously 
wishes to give renewed negotia- 
tions a chance of success. 

Even from afar, it is all too 
obvious that each of the Egyptian 
president’s three possible choices 
h as its own very grave inherent 
risks. If the Israelis read the 
Egyptian situation correctly, 
there is strong pressure on Sadat 
not to let the present lull be- 
come semi-permanent, with hun- 
dreds of thousands of Egyptian 
troops, armed to the teeth by the 
Soviets, training continuously 
and expensively, but firing no 
shot at the enemy. 

Doin g nothing Is therefore 
politically risky. Yet taking 
military action is also politically 
risky— probably more risky than 
doing nothing. If the Egyptians 
open fire, the Israeli response 
will be somewhat limited by the 
Soviet missile troops and fliers 
charged with the defense of 
Cairo, Aswan and Alexandria. 

But rightly or wrongly, tbe 
Israeli high command is now 
sure that a very severe military 
lesson can be Inflicted on the 
Egyptians. Another failure like 
the disastrous outcome of Gamai 
Abdel Nasser's attempt at a war 
of attribution in 1969 would 
obviously tend to jeopardize 
President Sadat's authority. 

The conventional wisdom in 
Washington Is that Sadat will 
order the firing to begin again 
rather early next year after the 
wordy exercises at the United 
Nations General Assembly. The 
betting here In contrast is just 
a little more than even that the 
guns on the canal will remain 
silent, despite many an anxious 
moment, tl trough most of 1973. 

Political Course 

That leaves Sadat's third 
choice, the political option, still 
open for exploration. But one 
thing is dear— the political op- 
tion cannot be usefully explored 
by the methods used so far. 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Joseph Sisco is a very able man, 
who can talk the hind legs off 
a donkey. But his recent en- 
counters with Prime Minister 
Golda Metr on his last visit 
were clearly both fruitless and 
comic. The prime minister 
declared that all Sisco had to 
offer was a series of vague im- 
pressions of President Sadat's 
negotiating position. To get the 
Israelis to listen seriously, much 
more will have to be offered 
such impressions. 

That does not mean that there 
is no possibility or a sensible in- 
terim solution if an Interim so- 
lution is what President Sadat 
really wants and, above all, dares 
to seek In earnest. The Israeli 
military leaders, usually sup- 
posed to be super-intransigent, 
are eager for a sensible solution 
and they are rather more flexible 
about It than the civilians. 

I h this country, with good rea- 
son, a policy argument is' half 
won when the military leaders 
are favorable. Hence, if Presi- 
dent Sadat really wants on in- 
terim solution. President Nixon 
has a good chance of getting 
one. Bat if he wishes to succeed. 
President Nixon will have to take 
personal control of the problem. 
Past approaches have left too 
many scars here. These will only 
be forgotten if Mr. Nixon per- 
sonally capitalizes on the trust 
and admiration that Mrs. 
Melr frankly avows for him.

Seaborg Says 
A»Energy Helps 
Environment 

VIENNA, Sept. 22 <UPD.— 
Nuclear energy is not destructive, 
but helps man return to a “more 
natural way" of life, a UJ3. atom- 
ic energy expert said today. 

Glenn T. Seaborg. the former 
head of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, addressed the 15th ses- 
sion of the International Atomic 
Energy Agency. He delivered a 
message from President Nixon. 

Mr. Seaborg, who retired earlier 
this year to return to an academic 
career, said that “people who are 
so rightfully concerned about the 
environment often believe that 
an energy-intensive society must 
inevitably ‘self-destruct’." 

He said that nuclear- energy 
scientists are justified in thinking 
that “we are developing a source 
of energy that can be the least 
harmful to the environment from 
a power- generation standpoint." 
He said “energy-intensive indus- 
tries involving recycle plants are 
the key to saving the environ- 
ment, rather than destroying it.” 


ATHENS. Sept. 22 fAPV— 
Crowds chanted “freedom'* and 
“democracy” today at the funeral 
of George Seferiades, Greece's 
only Nobel Prize winner. Mr. 
Seferiades. 71, died Monday after 
a long illness and a series of 
operations. 

About 3,000 persons outside a 
small Athens church broke into 
chants and sang a sang written 
by exiled Greek composer Mikis 
Theodorakis. Mr. Theodorakls’s 
music was banned in Greece by 
the Athens regime Shortly after 
the army seized power in 2967. 

Mr. Theodorakis was denied 
permission by the Greek regime 
to enter the country to attend 
today’s funeral. The regime's 
decision was conveyed to him 
through the Greek Embassy in 
Paris. 

Mr. Theodorakis. who consider- 
ed himself a close associate of 
Mr. Seferiades. had composed 
music for four of the poet's works 
in 196L 

Mr. Seferiades won interna- 
tional acclaim using the pen 
name Seferis and was awarded 
the Nobel Prize for literature in 
1963. 

Ex-Political Leaders 

Walking in the funeral cortege 
today were Mr. Seferlades’s 
widow, Marin, and former polit- 
ical leaders, including ex-premier 
Panayiotis Canellopoulos and 
Elias Eliou. parliamentary leader 
of the now disbanded Communist- 
line United Democratic Left 
party. Police remained discreetly 
in the background and no arrests 
were reported. 

Mr. Seferiades; a retired diplo- 
mat. had opposed the Athens 
military regime by refusing to 
publish any of his works in 
Greece following the 1967 coup. 
But lie broke his silence two 
years later by ch ar gi n g the re- 
gime with imposing a state of 
torpor on intellectuals. He later 
published several of his poems in 
a book of works by 18 authors 
opposed to the government. 

Today's ceremony was the first 
opportunity for Greeks to openly 
express their feelings since for- 
mer Premier George Papandre- 
au's funeral in November, 1968. 
The rites for Mr. Papandreou 
turned into a demonstration 
against the Athens government. 
About 250.000 persons turned out 
for Mr. Papandr eon's funeral and 
shouted anti-regime slogans. 


Israeli Paper Says U.S. Offers 
Many Jets to Spur Suez Pact 


JERUSALEM, Sept. 22 OTFI>. 
— The Tel Aviv newspaper Maariv 
said today that the United States 
has offered Israel “a large num- 
ber" of Phantom jets in an effort 
to expedite the conclusion of an 
interim Middle East settlement. 

“A senior American official," 
the newspaper said, “made the 
offer at a recent meeting with 
an unnamed senior Israeli of- 
ficial." asking that Israel soften 
its terms for a possible Suez Canal 
accord in return. 

“This was." the newspaper said, 
"the Qrst time the United States 
has admitted it was applying a 
de-facto embargo on shipments 
of warplanes to Israel ... in 
order to wrest political conces- 
sions from it." 

Accord at Any Price 

The Maariv report, printed 
under a banner headline, preced- 
ed a special cabinet session called 
by Premier Golda Mete to review 
the latest military and diplomatic 
developments concerning the 
Middle East impasse. 

According to the Tel Aviv after- 
noon newspaper Yedioth Ahro- 
noth, the United States is deter- 
mined to bring about an interim 
Suez Canal agreement by the end 
of 1571 ^almost at any price.’’ 
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The Americans, Yedioth Ahro- 
noth said, were proposing that 
Egypt be allowed to station troops, 
not merely a token police force, 
on the east bank of the Suez 
Canal, which the Israelis arc to 
vacate under a possible interim 
settlement. 

The Americans also want the 
Israelis to pull back farther into 
the Sinai Desert than they had 
hitherto undertaken to withdraw, 
the paper added. 

The newspaper said Defense 
Minister Moshe Dayan briefed 
the cabinet on the current at- 
titude of the UJS. administration 
toward the problem of an inter- 
im Suez Canal accord. 

Gen. Dayan, Yedioth Ahronotb 
said, also briefed the cabinet on 
the latest incidents on the Suez 
Canal front, including the dows- 
ing of an Israeli transport plane 
and an Egyptian fighter and 
missSe-sbooting. 

Envoy Secs Sir Alec 
LONDON, Sept 22 (UFD. — 
Israeli Ambassador to Britain 
Michael Comay today called on 
the British foreign secretary. Sir 
Alec Douglas-Home, to discuss 
tlie Middle East situation and 
Sir Alec's recent visit to Cairo, 
the Israeli Embassy said.

They said that the guerillas 
were active in their areas and 
that the army carried out massive 
reprisals against civilians after 
every guerrilla raid. 

NIra Fada Saha, a jute trader 
in Faridpur district, told of a 
reprisal against a village near 
liis that had sheltered and fed 
the guerrillas. Just before he fled 
five days ago. he related, the 
array struck the village, first 
shelling it and then burning the 
huts. 

“Some of the villagers didn't 
run away fast enough.’’ he said. 
“The soldiers caught them, tied 
their hands and feet and threw 
them into the flames." 

According to the refugees, the 
army leaves much of the “dirty 
work" to its civilian collaborators 
—the Razakars, or home guards 
—it has armed, the supporters ot 
right-wing religious-political par- 
ties such as the Moslem League 
and Jamattri-Islam. which have 
usually backed the military re- 
gime. 

The collaborators act as intel- 
ligence agents ami enforcers for 
the army, the refugees say. by 
pointing out homes and villages 
of people who have helped the 
guerrillas. 

“The Razakars and the others 
come into a village and pick just 
any house.” said Dipak Kumar 
Biswas, a radio repairman from 
Barisal district. "Then they ar- 
rest whatever able-bodied young 
man is in that bouse and hand 
him aver to the army. We don't 
know what the army does to 
them. They never come back." 

Pakistan Reports Clash 

KARACHI. Sept. 22 lNYT».— 
Pakistani troops attacked a group 
of Indian agents hiding in the 
Jessore district of East Pakistan 
yesterday, killing 62 and captur- 
ing nine, the Pakistani radio said 
today. 

It also said that “a large num- 
ber of Indian agents and in- 
filtrators." under cover of heavy 
mortar fire, attempted to enter 
East Pakistan at three places in 
the Sylhet district today. It said 
that they were challenged by 
Pakistani troops and volunteer 
forces, and ir. an ensuing clash 
61 intruders were killed and a 
large number Injured. 

Large amounts of arms and ex- 
plosires were selaed in both in- 
cidents, the radio said. 

Cuba Reportedly 
Halts Its Major 
Exports to Spain 

MADRID. Sept. 22 (Reuters) 
Cuba today suspended exports of 
tobacco, sugar and coffee to 
Spain, informed sources said here. 

Spain imported S3 million 
worth of these goods from Cuba 
last year— about 90 percent of all 
Cuban products coming into tills 
country. 

Havana's move was seen here 
as a result of the recent break- 
down of talks on a new trade ; 
agreement between the two coun- 
tries. ! 

The failure of the discussions, 
which ended here on July 30. I 
led to the departure of a large 
part of the Cuban diplomatic 
corps in Madrid and subsequent 
speculation that Cuban-Sponlsh 
relations were under considerable 
strain. 
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COPENHAGEN, Sept. 22 (Reu- 
ters). — Denmark’s stalemated 
general election today appeared 
almost certain to produce a 
Social Democrat minority govern- 
ment, but the right-center coali- 
tion that has ruled since 1968 
refused to concede defeat. 

Although the Social Democrats 
and their partners seemed to be 
in a better position, their chances 
of victory could be upset by a new 
rightist party that campai gn ed on 
a platform of tightening up the 
country's permissive pornography 
and abortion laws. 

The eventual parliamentary 
line-up following yesterday’s pol- 
ling depends on a recount- 
routine in Denmark— whose re- 
sults will be known on Friday. 

Premier Hilmar Baimsgaord 
informed King Frederik LSI this 
morning that his coalition gov- 
ernment would await the result of 
the recount before resigning. He 
has another appointment with 
the king on Friday morning. 

The election has provisionally

Indians, Police Clash

WASHINGTON. Sept. 22 CAP). 
— Indian militants and police 
clashed Inside the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs building here yes- 
terday. Approximately 30 young 
demonstrators attempted to make 
a citizens' arrest of the bureau's 
deputy commissioner. John Crow. 

About 10 of the Indians were 
arrested after a screaming, shov- 
ing, war-whoop-shouting melee at 
the base of the stairs leading up 
to Mr. Crow’s office. The demon- 
stration was protesting Mr. Crow's 
alleged cl&mpdown on proposals 
designed to give Indians greater 
self-rule.

That 
would give Mr. Baunsgaard's 
coalition plus the Christians the 
necessary 90 seats. 

The Christian People’s party 
polled just 754 votes too few to 
achieve the minimum of 2 percent 
of the total vote needed to gain 
representation. If it clears the 
barrier in the recount it will get 
four seats. 

The recount could also boost 
the coalition Conservative party’s 
seats from 31 to 32, compared 
with 37 In the last parliament. 
The party is only 200 votes short 
of gaining the additional seat, 
but it is not certain at whose 
expense this would be. 

Mr. Baunsgaard's party retain- 
ed the 27 seats it held before, 
while the Liberals, the third 
coalition party, lost four to come 
back with 30 seats. 

The Social Democrats, under 
former Premier Jens Otto Krag, 
advocate major defense cuts and 
recognition of North Vietnam. 
They won 70 seats yesterday and 
their ally, the Socialist People’s 
party, got 17. The extreme leftist 
Socialist party, which gained four 
seats in 1968, failed to take any 
this time. 


Italy Moves 
To Freeze 
Retail Prices 

Wartime Control 
Measure Revived 

ROME. Sept. 22 (NYTj .—Clear- 
ly influenced by President 
Nixon’s recent economic mea- 
sures, the government today 
adopted price controls to curb a 
sudden increase In the cost of 
living that has caused much 
grumbling lately. 

The government revived legisla- 
tion, enacted during World War 
H against black marketeers, to be 
able to fix and freeze retail 
prices. 

The government instructed its 
chief representatives in each of 
Italy's 93 provinces, the prefects, 
to use powers granted them 
under a 1944 decree to impose 
price ceilings far foodstuffs and 
other basic supplies. 

The wartime decree was sign- 
ed by Italy’s last king; Umberto 
H. 

Although the government con- 
cedes that there is no black 
market now and Chat speculation 
is only one of several factors In- 
flating prices, it fell back on the 
generally forgotten decree be- 
cause there was no other leg- 
islation empowering It to control 
prices. 

Italians who returned from 
their summer vacations to find 
groceries costing 5 to 10 percent 
more than when they had left 
home have been urging the gov- 
ernment to do something about 
the cost of living. Newspapers 
also have been campaigning for 
price controls, pointing to the 
example of the United States. 

The uproar over rising prices 
has provided conservatives here 
with a new argument to press for 
a '■Gauliist'' constitutional re- 
form that would broaden the 
powers ot the Italian president. 


Obituaries 


Wallace Fenn, Physiologist 
At Rochester U., Dies at 78 


ROCHESTER, N.Y„ Sept. 22 
fNYT)j— Dr. Wallace O. Fenn, 78, 
one of the woridb leading phy- 
siologists, died Monday at his 
home here, after a long illness. 

Dr. FeXW was chairman of tile 
department of physiology at the 
University of Rochester from 
1925 to 1959. He headed its space 
science center from 1984 to 1966. 

His studies of the heat produc- 
tion of muscle, oxygen use by 
nerve, potassium equilibrium to 
muscle, pressure breathing and 
nitrogen narcosis bad won inter- 
national recognition. He was a 
past president of the American 
Physiological Society, the Amer- 
ican Institute of Biological 
Sciences and the International 
Union of Physiological Science. 

He held honorary degrees from 
the Universities of Chicago, Brus- 
sels and Paris as well as 
Rochester. He was the recipient 
of the Feltrinelll International 
Prize for experimental medicine 
and the Guggenheim award of the 
International Academy of Astro- 
nautics . 

In 1958 he was named to the 
four-man committee of American 
scientists that proposed a pro- 
gram of international control of 
space exploration at the meeting 
that year of the International 
Council of Scientific Unions.. The 
committee was an offshoot of the 
space science board of the Na- 
tional Academy of Science-Na- 
tional Research Council. 

Claude Grange

Grange, 88, a sculptor and mem- I 
ber of the French Institute, died 
here today. 

Mr. Grange, a winner of the 
Prix de Rome, is known for a 
number of war monuments in 
France, including the one at Ver- 
dun.

decoration of the Palais de Cliail- 
lofi here.

Nixon Criticized 

In another development, c. 
Fred Bergsten. who worked 
under Henry S. Kissinger on 
the National Security Council 
staff until June, said the Nixon 
program, and particularly the 10 
percent import surcharge, “could 
have a disastrous effect on over- 
all U.S. foreign policy” and could 
“undermine our security rela- 
tionships around the world.” 

He testified before a House 
Foreign Affairs subcommittee fol- 
lowing a defense of the program 
by Paul A Volcker. under sec- 
retary of the Treasury for mon- 
etary affairs. 

Mr. Voicker gave more details 
on the huge improvement of $13 
billion that the government feels 
it must attain in its balance of 
payments, which he admitted 
would require “difficult" adjust- 
ments for other countries. 

Mr. Bergsten sharnly challeng- 
ed the $13 billion figure, saving 
it "overstates our true need by 
at least 50 percent and is impos- 
sible to realize in any event.”

MOSCOW. Sept. 22 INYT). — 
Pipeline work crews carving a 
path through the virgin forest of 
northwest Siberia have advanced 
to within 250 miles of a vast 
natural gas deposit that is sup- 
posed to supply industrial con- 
sumers in Western Europe by 
the late ISTQs. 

The development of the sub- 
Arctic gas field, known as 
Hedvezhye, is one of the most 
important construction projects 
of the current five-year plan, 
2971-75. But the harsh northern 
climate and the lack of trans- 
portation for pipe sections have 
raised the question of whether 
the tight completion schedule 
can be met. 

The Soviet Union has already 
signed agreements with West 
Germany. France and Italy un- 
der which these nations are to 
supply large- diameter pipe In 
exchange for deliveries of Sibe- 
rian natural gas once the long- 
distance transmission m«*,n is 
completed. 

According to present plans, the 
Medvezhye deposit, with proved 
reserves of more than 50,000 bil- 
lion cubic feet of gas, is to sup- 
ply two pipeline systems. One 
will run southwest to the Urals, 
a major industrial region that 
Is short on fuel and energy

U.S. Company 
Raises Price 
Of Aluminum 

A Second Producer 
Withdraws Price List 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 CAP- 
DJl.— One U.S. aluminum pro- 
ducer raised prices yesterday 
while a smaller one eliminated 
its published quote lor alu minum 
ingot, emphasizing the chaotic 
aluminum price system. 

Reynolds Metals, the nation's 
second-largest alu minum pro- 
ducer. said it is asking higher 
prices for aluminum ingot and 
fabricated products. 

Regarding the government’s 90- 
day wage-price freeze, the com- 
pany cited a provision in the 
economic controls that permits a 
seller to raise prices to the level 
prevailing on May 25, 1970, if 
recent selling prices have been 
lower, as ts the case with alu- 
minum. 

At the same time, Consolidated 
Aluminum said it is withdrawing 
all published prices on primary 
aluminum products because price 
discounts have reached “ridicul- 
ous proportions,'’ making the 
industry-wide 2S -cent- a- pound 
Ingot quote “fictitious.” 

Under the new price Increases, 
Reynolds is apparently asking a 
ha If- cent a pound more than its 
recent selling price for alu mi nu m 
ingot and 6 percent more than 
recent selling prices for most of 
its many fabricated products. 

Since 1970, aluminum prices 
here have fallen sharply as a 
result of declining demand caus- 
ed by the economic slump and 
by increased competition due to 
Industry overproduction. 

Whether Reynolds actually is 
allowed its increases probably 
depends on demand, and Con- 
solidated Aluminum’s action does 
not Indicate that the market has 
recently become any healthier. 

“The current condition of the 
aluminum industry Is critical,” 
said W. S. King. Consolidated 
president. He said Consolidated's 
selling price will float with the 
market “while the company seeks 
to ascertain the realistic price 
at which it should publish under 
prevailing conditions." 

Alcan Cats Output 

MONTREAL, Sept. 22 <AP- 
Dji. — Alcan Aluminum Ltd. said 
today primary aluminum produc- 
tion at Its Canadian smelters will 
be reduced by about 60,000 tons, 
effective Oct. 18, cutting its 
operating rate to 86 percent of 
capacity from 92 percent.

U.S. Prices Up 
.4%, Double 
July Advance 

WASHINGTON. Sept. 22 fAF- 
DJ) . — Consumer prices rose a 
seasonally-adjusted 0.4 percent in 
August, double the July increase, 
the Labor Department reported 
today. It noted that the August 
performance does not reflect the 
effect of the current 90-day wage- 
price freeze. 

On an unadjusted basis, the 
index rose 0.3 percent to 122.2 
percent of the 1967 average and 
now stands 4J> percent above the 
year-earlier level. 

Pre-Freeze Prices 

The department noted that 
many prices were collected be- 
fore the wage-price freeze went 
into effect Aug. 16 and even some 
prices tabulated after that date 
might still be higher than a 
month earlier. It was noted that 
some prices in effect at the 
be ginnin g of the freeze “may have 
been below their permissible 
celling.’’ 

Durable Goods Orders Fall 

Another important economic 
indicator, new orders of durable 
goods declined 2.3 percent in 
August to a seasonally adjusted 
$31.01 billion from July's. 531-72 
billion, the Commerce Depart- 
ment reported. 

The decline followed three con- 
secutive months of increase. 

New orders for transportation 
equipment dropped $400 miCton 
while new orders for primary 
metals declined $200 million. 

In the special category of 
producers' capital goods indus- 
tries. often considered a leading 
clue to capital spending plans, 
new orders rase $300 million to 
$6-43 billion, the department 
said.

House Unit Cuts Business Tax 
Benefit* Hikes Individual Rate 

WASHINGTON. Sept. 22 fAP-DJi.—The House of Repre- 
sentatives WVtvs and Means Committee, after a tense session, 
voted today to eliminate only about half of the tax benefits 
to business resulting from the Treasury’s new depreciation 
rules. 

Committee sources said chairman Wilbur Mills had wanted, 
a much deeper cut. hoping to receive a larger part of govern- 
ment revenue t hat then could be dispensed in tax relief for 
individuals. But Mr. Mills lost on this vote, 14 to 11. 

The coirwiiliee’s basic decision was to adopt as part of 
the pending tax biU all but one feature of the liberalized 
depreciation rules the Treasury put into effect this summer, 
retroactive to Jan. 1. 

The business tax benefit that would be eliminated by the 
Mills committee's bill allows a company to begin calculating 
the depreciation of an a-'aet, for tax purposes, at the beginning 
of the second quarter of the year in which the asset was 
acquired. This procedure would have cost the government 
about $1.4 billion in tax revenue In calendar 1972. 

Before the new rule was put into effect, depreciation could 
not begin until the start of the third quarter of the year Jn 
which the asset was acquired. 

The committee approved $1.4 billion or tax relief for 
individuals tliis year. The bill would also provide substantial 
tax cuts thereafter. 

The committee adopted the administration's proposals to 
accelerate scheduled increases In personal exemptions and in 
the general standard deduction, but it added sizable new tax 
relief of its own.

Inexperienced players usually 
consider that the declarer's band 
is wrapped in foggy mystery. In 
spite of the light that has been 
shed by the auction. As a point 
of departure, the defender should 
ask himself how many trumps 
the declarer is likely to have. 
Most of the time there win be a 
clue, and often the trump length 
wiU be a virtual certainty. 

If West had bees thinking 
along these lines he would per- 
haps have found the brilliant 
defense needed to defeat the con- 
tract on the diagramed deal, 
reported from Allahabad, India, 
by X>. N. Badte. 

South passed on a hand on 
which he could well have opened 
the bidding, but his side still 
staggered Into the game. He 
made a balancing double after 
West’s opening bid had been 
passed around to him, and even- 
tually bid clubs and spades after 
North showed strength. 

West led the heart king, and 
South won in dummy and return- 
ed the suit He had no doubt 
hoped that West would shift to 
diamonds, but West played a 
third round of hearts, forcing a 
ruff. 

South cashed the spade ace, 
collecting small cards from both 
defenders, and continued with a 
low trump. When West won 
with the king he was helpless. 
The declarer could not be pre- 
vented from drawing the last 
trump and running clubs: His 
losers were one heart one dia- 
mond and one trump. 

If West had been concentrating 
on South’s trump holding he 
would have realized that a four- 
card suit was a certainty. With 
five. South would surely have bid 
spades a round or two earlier. 
It should also have been clear 
that South was unlikely to have 
the spade jack, which would have 
permitted him to take a normal 
finesse against East.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 
tNYTi.— Stiff opposition from 
Sen. Snm J. Eri in Jr. "reeled the 
National and American Basket- 
ball Associations yesterday as 
they sought permiaion from 
Cor.gresc to merge. 

Declaring to a free-swinging 
opening statement that he was 
opposed to granting the request, 
the North Carolina Democrat 
questioned witnesses so closely 
that when the session ended at 
6:15 pm., four of the scheduled 
pro -merger advocates, including 
both league commissioners, had 
not been heard. 

They will return In November 
for another round of hearings. 
Today's session will be devoted 
to testimony against the merger 
from players and their counsel. 

The hearings, under Ervin as 
acting chairman, were before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee's 
Antitrust and Monopoly Subcom- 
mittee. The regular chairman is 
Sen. Philip A. Herb, D. t Mich, 
who has sponsored general sports 
bills in the past, granting anti- 
trust exemptions to professional 
sports. But the pressure of other 
business induced him to turn the 
hearings over to Ikvin, a former 
Judge with strong anti-moftopoly 
views. 

A bill has been proposed to give 
the leagues an anti-trust -exemp- 
tion for the express purpose of 
merging, which they contend is 
an economic _ necessity. The 
players oppose it on. the ground 
that it would eliminate the 
bargaining power they now have 
with two rival leagues in opera- 
tion. The legislation is modeled 
on similar permission given to 
the National and American Foot- 
ball Leagues in 1966. 

“When we study the legislative 
history of that action" Ervin 
said, referring to the football 
mreger, “the conclusion is un- 
mistakable that the measure was 
railroaded through the Congress. 

I deeply hope that Congress will 
not follow the precedent it set 
la its handling of the pro foot- 
ball merger question." 

He focused his objections on 
the common draft that would 
accompany the merger and the 
option clause, which, be said, 
would have an effect similar to 
the more restrictive reserve clause.

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A New Version of the Talmud

T\fEW YORK (NYTi. — In Jern- 

* salem, the l an d of the Bible, 
charisma comes in many ves- 
sels — a little man with wisps of 
floating white hair, a tough- 
minded grand-mother, a one- 
eyed general given to original 
thinking. 

One of the morfc astonishing 
charismatic Incarnations is Adin 
Steinsalz, a 34- year -old non- 
political scholar with pale face, 
straggly red beard and pot belly 
who lives and works in Jeru- 
salem. He has won reputation 
in Israel as a universal genius 
and as a spiritual leader who 
has won acceptance with non- 
believers no less than with be- 
lievers. 

President Zalman Shazar of 
Israel regularly to hear 

his lectures. The rabbi’s talks 
on the Talmud are featured on 
the state radio; young people 
whose approach to religion Is 
determinedly skeptical are en- 
chanted by his good humor and 
learning. 

Amiably defying laws that 
would limit the nature of man, 
he Is now working on a sur- 
passingly arduous project— pre- 
paring a new edition of the 
Talmud, the first such venture 
in almost 100 years. 

The Talmud is a compila- 
tion of third, fourth and fifth- 
century discussions on Jewish 
jra: law. There are really two 
TafeLudlm. the Palestinian and 
the Babylonian. The latter, 
fuller and more systematic than 
the Palestinian, was edited 
about 1,500 years ago and is 
the version usually studied. 

Backbone 


In conversations in Jeru- 
salem and New York, which 
he visited recently. Rabbi Stein- 
— la suggested that the Talmud 
was more influential than the 
Bible In forming -the Jewish 
nature, religion and way of life. 
“The Talmud Is the backbone 
of Judaism.” he said. Without 
it you don't have Judaism. 

“Though it deals with legal 
matters, Talmud Is concerned 
less with observing the law than 


with finding and understanding 
the truth. The Talmud demands 
not acceptance but understand- 
ing." 

Many Jews have held that 
.one must not believe the Tal- 
mud but rather question it. 
“When there's someone who 
doesn't doubt, they’ll say he's 
no scholar," the rabbi suggested. 
“It's a holy book, and people 
kiss it before they open it and 
after they close it, but people 
have disputes with the book 
and with scholars. 

"Sometimes one question of 
law gets two pages of attempts 
at an answer. Sometimes an 
answer is found which is 
thought good, but the other 
answers are nob scrapped. They 
are part of the search for truth, 
and you have respect for the 
answers you don't respect" 

Each page of the Talmud 
presupposes 'knowledge of every 
other page. “Even In the Bible 
you don’t begin at the begin- 
ning” Rabbi Steinsalz, said. 
“The existence of God is as- 
sumed. 

The Sea 

“For ages the Talmud was 
called the Sea of the Talmud, 
and in every sea you cannot 
swim until you're immersed, 
until you leave the ground. 

“From the first century AJD. 
to modem times, studying Tal- 
mud-type literature was the 
occupation of almost every mind 
worthy of the name that the 
Jewish people produced. Some- 
times they made some kind of 
living, but their main interest 
was in the Talmud," said the 
Rabbi 

The Talmud Is written mainly 
in Hebrew; about one-third of 
the text is In Aramaic — the 
everyday language of the people 
at the time of writing. Two 
major commentaries are in- 
variably printed alongside the 
text, and ever since 'the first 
printed edition the pagination 
has remained the same. 

Rabbi Steinsalz is adding 
vocalization and punctuation, 
and he is translating the Ara- 
maic portions into Hebrew. 

The Talmud is replete with 
disconnected sentences and ar- 
guments, and repeatedly cites 


part of a Bib l ical verse— assum- 
ing that the student knows the 
whole verse, the one before and 
the one after. Rabbi Steinsalz 
cites the full, relevant passages, 
provides connections and ex- 
planations. _ . 

Illustrations 

In the margins he fu rn is hes 
charts and Illustrations (“None 
of them for ornament,* 1 he said) 
on references to botany, ar- 
chaeology. history and philology. 
For each chapter and tractate 
fa tractate deals with a specific, 
subject, such as the sabbath 
or divorce or blessings), he 
writes an explanatory preface. 
And to the two revered and 
classical commentaries he adds 
a third gloss— his own. 

Half a dozen consultants ad- 
vise him on details, and about 
20 assistants prepare material 
for him. “It's done according 
to Ford's system," he said, “on 
the chain belt.” 

The first volume of the pro- 
spective 33 or 35 was published 
in 1966, and the fifth volume 
came out last April. . Seven 
more are almost ready, and the 
final volume should come out 
by 1930. 

Rabbi Steinsalz began work- 
ing on the edition in I960, and 
— because he was not a member 
of a party and enjoyed no of- 
ficial position — he was able to 
make friends In almost every 
camp. A Rothschild family 
foundation provided the basic 
capital and the late prime min- 
ister, Levi Eshkol. headed the 
society set up to patronize the 
rabbi's work. 

Criticism 

The first printing of each 
volume Is about 6,000 copies, 
and usually sells out at $10 a 
copy. Each volume is warmly 
praised by some specialists and 
heavily criticized by others— in- 
cluding the rabbi hims elf. 

"Even a good translation.” 
noted Rabbi Steinsalz, “helps 
very little because the problem 
of comprehension Is not lin- 
guistic but methodological es- 
pecially if you’ve grown up on

Western culture, as most of us 
Jews have. We think not Jew- 
ish-wise but Western-wise.’’ 

'Rabbi T/niig Finkelstein, chan- 
cellor of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary In New York, was not 
sure the world needed a new 
Talmud. There- is nefc much 
-point making It easier to read, 
he old, ., once the Talmud Is 
not a book to read, but one to 
study. Nor was Dr. Finkelstein 
eager to - view the Talmud 
through the eyes of .yet an- 
other scholar. 

Dr. Uriel Tal, a lecturer in 
history at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in Jerusalem and a 
descendant of the Baal 6hem 
Tov. who founded Hasidism, 
was enchanted -with the Steln- 
s&lz work, which he says made 
the beauty and poetry of 'the 
text so much more accessible. . 

Rabbi Steinsalz writes on 
other scholarly matters and 
even on pedestrian subjects 
such as the Jewish attitude to 
dogs. He would like to write 
science fiction as wail. “I think 
Isaac Asimov is a kind of cou- 
sin,” he said. “My wife's maiden 
name was Asimov. 

“In the Jewish way there are 
two dangers — dealing too much 
with practical and earthly 
things and taking refuge in 
mysticism and the world beyond 
or behind,” Rabbi 

Steinsalz. “The principle of 
sanity is a down-to-earth ten- 
dency combined with an up-to- 
heaven tendency. As the Tal- 
mud says, when you pray, your 
eyes have to look downward 
and your heart upward.”
